THE FATE oWoMMUXlSTS. 


Chlutiifo Journal 


The communists should read history. 


They should read it to know what their 
fate will be. if they persevere in en- 
deavors to put into practice their im 
practicable ideas, impossible 
theories, 


insane imaginings, and altogether 
false 


views of political cconomj. 


The first shadowings of Communism 


existed among the Hindoos and Kgyp- 
tians, and afterwards among the Jews 
on the western shores of the Dead Sea, 
from two to five centuries before the 
Christian Era, but from that time to 
this its votaries in no part of the world 
have ever achieved a success which has 
not been modified with the qualifying 
words ''momentary" or ''ephemeral.' — 
Its advocates have been in many instan- 
ces men of grand intellect and distinc- 
tion, -as attested when used in other lines 
of thought and action, but they, with 
their deluded followers, have almost in- 
variably gone 
down into prisons or 


graves whenever attempting to combat 
with arms the fundamental principles 
of human society. 


About the first appearance of the 


Commune in France was in the thir- 
teenth century, and it fought a devious 
and rugged way along up to the memor- 
able da) s of the Paris Commune in 
1871, 
when the organization reached 


its zenith, but only to make the Seine 
a river of blood 
At that time, with 


adherents numbered by the thousands, 
it took mhantimc of the distressed con- 
dition of the French (Jovernment—just 
surrendered to the power of the Ger- 
man Kmpire—and rising without oppo- 
sition, soon took possession of the city, 
and proceeded to declare die Commune 
at last established as a governing force. 
And ^o it was. 1, it tor only one month, 
for, on the succcedim May 20th the 
CiO\ermncnt forces, 75.000 strong, en- 
tered Paris, fought the organized Com- 
mune through street and alley i'nr eight 
days, killing 13,000 of the membeiship. 
and taking 30,000 prisoners. 
And then 


these prisoners—what of them ? They 
were taken into the parks the next day. 
and there drawn up in line ami shot— 
every one! 
What few were left 
in 


France fled here and there, mostly to 
England and America, and the seed of 
Communism thus scattered 
and sown 


would seem to have sprung up anew, 
after its six years' sleeping, in the ri- 
ots experienced in (Treat Britain and 
the United States last summer; and this 
year, again, it shows a little of its this- 
tle-like life in Chicago and elsewhete 
in this country. 
Blood and death are 


the end of the Communist. • Let this 
be marked as an axiom proved by the 
records of the ages. 
His opinions on 


social topics and business relations are 
the sourings of a fomenting and rebel- 
lious mind supported by a lazy body 
and fed on the distillations of jealousy, 
hatred, selfishness and dishonesty. Li 
them is that which the healthy, honest 
and industrious elements of the social 
and businessjworld will not countenance, 
but crush just so soon as the true nni- 
nm is evinced by any resort to mate- 
rial weapons 
In the Communist are 


imbedded principles which will surely 
turn and destroy the possessor, if left 
unchecked. '-Down with the class which 
is up. and up with the class which is 
down.' is the motto which means that 
some one must be coming down and 
some other one going up all the time. 
The Communistic leader himself, who. 
by superiority, rises to prominence, at 
that moment becomes the hated mark 
of Communism itself. 


But there is a relation between capi- 


tal and labor, which is apart from sen- 
timents of anything approaching jeal- 
ousy or dislike, and on which is" based 
the prosperity and hope of every people. 
On one side is business integrity and on 
the other is honest industry. 
To pre- 


serve pure these two component parts 
of society is^the highest idea of political 
economy. 
Good citizenship is the first 


requisite to this end. and following in 
the train 
come honest 
government, 


faithful 
officials, a pure press, public 


morality, human sympathy and -ood 
creeds preached and practiced.

He (Stephens) 
was against disunion ahv.i}>, and went 
into secession as the least of two evilc, 
believing that a community of interest 
would so bring together the two sec- 
tions.

man in the south would desire to change 
one iota of the present condition of 
afhirs and go back. Let us have peace 
and harmony, and dwell 
together in

of Stephens' talk, and when it came to 
an end every one came over and ron- j 
gratulated him.

THE ROAD LAW. 


'isions Begurding Tax Fail 
-or, in Lieu of Cash— Opinion 
by the Attorney General. 


The following opinion of Attorney Geii- 
•alEdsall answers many questions as to 
10 new road law, and will be read with 
nterest:'

Bin: In reply to your letter of the lUth, 
cf erring to me the letter of the county 
lerk of Ford county, I have to say that 
think the proper way of carrying out the 
roviho to section 74 of the road law of 
877, in counties under township orgaui- 
ation, is as follows,: The commissioners 
f highways should cause the necessary 
oud tax to be levied upon all taxable 
ropcrty within their respective towns uu- 
er section 81 of the road luw of 1877, 
vhich is the only Hw now in force under 
vhich a road tax cm now be levied. The 
oad law of 1873 is wholly repealed as to 
ounties under township organization. 
1. The road tax is required to be ex- 


ended by the county clerk against all tax- 
iblc property in the township. Under the 
aw of 1877, the general plan contempla- 
ed is that the commissioners of high- 
vays shall let contracts for the building 
md keeping in repairof roads and bridges, 
md that the taxes assessed therefor shall 
)c collected as money. 


2. The proviso to section 74 contains an 


exception to this plan as follows: "Provi- 
led, the legal voters of any township iu 
he state, in counties where township or- 
ganisation Una been or may hereafter be 
ulopted, may by a majority vote by bid- 
ot at their annual town meeting, provide 
:hat the road tax assessed by the commis- 
sioners ot highways under the provisions 
of this act, may be paid iu labor, umlei 
such rules and regulations as said high 
way commissioneis may adopt." 


Where the legal voters determine that 


the road tax may be paid in labor, the 
commissioners of highways ought to make 
rules and regulations under which such 
tax-payers as see til solo do, can work 
out their road tax. In such a case it 
would probably be found impracticable 
So let the milking and repairing of roads 
by contract, and it would be uccessarj 
for the commissioner appointed genera 
overseer to superintend such work. 


3. For the amount of work performet 


by such taxpayers upon the roads, Hit 
commissioners could give such taxpaye 
an order on their treasurer, and it woulc 
be the duty of the tax collector to receivi 
such orders inpayment of road taxes a 
provided in section 77 ot the road law 
;lawsot 1877, page HW, section 77). Ii 
this manner each person who saw tit, couk 
work out his road tax; and the tax woulc 
be collected iu cash as to those who di> 
not pay the same iu labor.
